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REPORT OF SCHOOL SUPERINTENDENT 


To the School Board and Citizens of Lyndeboro: 
I respectfully submit my twentieth annual re- 
port as Superintendent of Schools: 


Education in War Time 
These are times when, in the midst of a great 
struggle for the survival of certain cherished ideals, 
we are searching out clearer understandings of 
those ideals and more effective means of making 


them permanent realities. In the field of education — 


- people everywhere are giving serious thought to the 
problems of the present and the future, realizing 
that it is largely through education that these ideals 
can become clearer and more permanent. 

For the winning of the war it is evident that 
most of the young people in high school will have to 
be concerned largely with the immediate necessi- 
ties, and that before the war is won most of them 
will be in service as fighters or as workers in the 
multitude of war industries and war services. This 
necessity creates grave problems in the field of sec- 
ondary and all forms of post-secondary education. 

But for the younger boys and girls who are now 
in the elementary schools it is not probable that 
such service will be required unless the war is 
longer than we now anticipate. We must prepare 
them for adult living in conditions of peace and de- 
mocracy that will be as nearly world wide as they 
can be made. Certain conditions of living will 
‘doubtless be changed in some degree from those 
that prevailed in the past. This is perhaps a good 
time to restate the results that are to be expected 
from the teaching that is carried on in the elemen- 
tary schools through grade 8. The following items 
are all essential and cannot be arranged in any 
order of importance. 
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(1) We must see that all children establish the 
skills and habits of accuracy in reading, spelling, 
writing and arithmetic, which are fundamental to 
successful living. 


(2) We must build up their morale by establish- 
ing the feeling of self confidence, courage, and se- 
curity, and by restraining them for undue excite- 
ment and hysteria over the events of the war, and 
from thinking of other peoples in terms of either 
hatred or fear. 


(3) We must teach them good health by effec- 
tive instruction in health habits, choice of food, pre- 
vention and treatment of common diseases, sanita- 
tion, and recreation. 


(4) We must see that they acquire right atti- 
tudes and habits in respect to community life while 
participating in both war-time and peace-time ac- 
tivities, such as war savings, salvage drives, Red 
Cross, victory gardens, etc. 


(5) We must so direct the teaching of Geogra- 
phy as to develop accurate knowledge of the earth 
as a whole, of its natural resources, and of the types 
of culture of its various peoples and their relation- 
ships and inter-dependence, stressing the key posi- 
tion held by the people of the United States and 
théir responsibility for world order and security. 


(6) We must so direct the teaching of History 
as to emphasize the ideals of freedom and equality 
and show how they developed in our country and in 
other countries, to the end that there may be the 
clearest possible understanding of these ideals as a 
basis for unwavering loyalty to them. 


(7) We must provide for all the richest possible 
experience in literature, music, and art, in order to 
awaken and establish an enjoyable appreciation of 
them as expressions of truth and beauty and as 
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means of self expression. 


Supervision 

The general functions of supervision are being 
maintained as completely as possible and substan- 
tially as indicated in previous reports. It is difficult 
to maintain as complete a program as formerly, be- 
cause of the many demands upon the superintend- 
ent’s time and energies arising out of the war 
emergency. The most important of these during the 
past year have had to do with the various rationing 
programs requiring the organization of the schools 
to take care of the registration for sugar rationing, 
gasoline rationing, and fuel oil rationing; the “‘Food 
for Victory Program,’’ including organizing for 
high school pupils to assist farmers in harvesting 
apples, and attempting to organize classes for out- 
of-school youth and adults; handling the details of 
erganizing and reporting on the use of surplus com- 
modities to supplement school lunches; the details 
of organizing and reporting the ““Penny Milk Pro- 
gram’”’ in some schools; the necessity for a complete 
review of transportation plans for all schools; and 
the preparations now being made for the registra- 
tion for War Ration Book II. 


Regrading of South and Center Schools 


A complete study of the number of pupils in 
each grade at the South and Center Schools, and of 
the location of their residences and the mileage that 
would be required in any case for those entitled to 
transportation, revealed the fact that it would be 
practicable from all viewpoints to place the pupils 
of the four lower grades in the South School and 
those of the four upper grades in the Center School, 
and that the cost of transportation would be only a 
little more. The advantages of this plan would be 
the same as would be secured in a two-room school 
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with two teachers, plus the advantage of having the 
children of these two age levels entirely separated. 
Accordingly a contract was made for the trans- 
portation of all lower grade pupils to the South 
School, where their homes are more than two miles 
from that school, and likewise for all the upper 
grade pupils to the Center School, at a cost of $60 


. more than last year’s contract for transportation to 


the Center School alone; the bus travels from the 
road junction near the railroad crossing to the 
South School and back, in addition to the travel re- 
quired if all the children in the West section were 
carried to the Center School. This plan is working 
out to the advantage of the children and there ap- 
pears to be general satisfaction with it. 


Budget 


While a number of items in the budget present- 
ed for 1943-1944 are the same, or nearly the same 
as last year, changes in several items call for ex- 
planation. The allowance for teachers’ salaries is 
increased $150, because of the known facts that 
there is a definite teacher shortage and a definite 
trend toward higher salaries. Estimated cost of fuel 
has increased by $25, because of the probable in- 
crease in the price of wood. Transportation cost for 
the current year has been reduced from the original 
estimate, because of changes at North Lyndeboro, 
and the estimate for next year is based upon pres- 
ent cost. The number of pupils attending Frances- 
town is now reduced to three so the cost of elemen- 
tary tuition is reduced to $108; this includes one 
pupil in New Boston. The estimated cost of high 
school tuition next year is nearly $300 less than the 
current year. The net result of these and other 
minor changes in estimated cost is a reduction of 
nearly $600 in the total budget. The amount of 
state aid is not yet known and will not be available 
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until just before the March meeting. The other 

items of income remain about the same, but we do 

anticipate a larger cash balance at the end of the 
current year and have estimated this at $800. These 
items of income reduce the assessment required of 

$6,230, and when the amount of state aid is known 
that amount should ‘be deducted from this figure.
